YOUNG MAN’S HOTEL 
BILLS

INHERITED £10,000 IN 
AUGUST, 1939 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MARTIN MAGUIRE.) 


YOUNG man, Anthony Drew, who said 
A that he was a native of Westmorland, 
and resided at the Shelbourne Hotel, 
Dublin, was examined in the Bankruptcy 
Court about his affairs. 
It was stated that he owed approximately 
£800 to hotels in this country. - . 
Mr. Felix Sherry (instructed by Messrs. 


Malcomson and Law), who appeared for the 
assignees, asked him how long he had been 


residing in this country, and he replied that 
he had been residing here for over twelve 
months 


Answering other questions, he said that 
until August 28 last, when he was adjudicated 
a bankrupt, he had his own money— 
securities valued at £10,000—which he had 
inherited in August, 1939, from his uncle, 
Allan Drew, an officer in the British Army, 
who died in 1915. 


IRISH HOTELS 


He was single, pursued no occupation in 
this country, and had resided in hotels, prin- 
cipally in the South of Ireland. He had also 
resided in the Royal Marine Hotel, Dun 
Laoghaire. At the time of his adjudication 
he owed £3,000 to Martin's Bank, London, 
but that debt had been paid by his mother. 

Since June 25 last he had been living in 
the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, at a cost, 
roughly, of £10 a week. 

Mr. Sherry—From whom do you receive 
the money to discharge your accounts?—It is 
actually money of. my own which I lent to 
somebody, and which is being paid back to 
me by the week. 

The money; he said, in answer to other 
questions, was sent by Mrs. Denise Winter- 
bottom, who lived at the Carlton Hotel, 
London. The first payment was made on 
June 25. 

Mr. Sherry—How much did you lend this 
lady’—I cannot tell the exact amount, but 
it was quite a considerable sum. 

Do you know how much she admits owing 
you?—She does not admit owing me any- 
thing: it is a personal arrangement. 

When did you first advance money to her? 
I think it was sometime in 1939. 

What was the figure’—It is over £1,000, 
but I have not got my papers. 

She is the woman with whom you have 
been living: in a number of hotels in this 
country as Mrs. Drew ?—Yes. 

And the sums you have advanced to her are 
much nearer £5,000 than £1,000?—That is 
not correct. } 

Mr. Drew said that a great part of the 
money had been expended by Mrs. Winter- 
bottom on his behalf. She had her own 
money. He could not tell from what source 
she received it; it was no business of his. 


“ A SERIOUS BUSINESS ” 


Mr. Justice Martin Maguire—lIt is a very. 


serious business that you should be going 
round to respectable hotels like the Roya 
Marine Hotel, Dun Laoghaire, running up 
huge bills, and living with this woman there, 
and then sending her to London and letting 
the money go, too. i 

Mr. Drew—Í spent a great deal of meaey 
in the Royal Marine Hotel; I spent £500, 
think, and they were very pleased to have 
me there. 

In reply to Mr. Sherry he said that he was 
aware that Mrs. Winterbottom was an un- 
discharged bankrupt. She sent him, roughly, 
£12 a week. He owed £857 odd. 

Mr. Sherry—Has it ever occurred to you, 
since you were adjudicated a bankrupt, that 
living in the Shelbourne Hotel is rather an 
extravagant way of living?—Yes, but, as I 
shall be able to discharge all the debts later 
on, I do not think so. I will pay them when 


i L receive the money. 


To Mr. Justice Martin Maguire he said 
that he would be receiving the money from 
Mrs. Winterbottom. What he owed to the 
hotels was nothing in proportion to what he 
had spent inthem. ~-= 

Mr. Martin Maguire—Nothing will be 
served by posing as a public benefactor of 
hotels in this country. 

Answering Mr. Sherry he said that nobody 
else in London owed him any money. He 
had mentioned to certain hotels that as a 
result of the sale of shares he would be able 
to pay their accounts. He thought that that 
was a good way.of putting it. 


£300 TO HAIRDRESSER 


He had, he said, advanced £300 to Mr. 
Ritch, a hairdresser, Berkeley street, London, 
on condition that he would repay it whenever 
he was able. He did not think that that 
money was recoverable as a debt. 

Mr. Sherry—You left the Great Southern 
Railways Hotel at Parknasilla on May 21 
and gave instructions to them to retain your 
apartments, which consisted of a suite ol 
rooms, until August?—lt was my intention 
to return. 

Mr, Drew said that Mrs Winterbottom left 
this country in May last and he had left some 
property in the hotel, including a fur coat 
which he had bought for her íor £79, He 
had lived in hotels in Galway, Mallaranny 
and Killarney. He denied that he owned 
three motor cars and said that a 1938 Mer- 
cedes which was garaged at the Shelbourne 
garage was the property of Mrs. Winter- 
bottom. T'wo other cars, now in London, 
were also her property. He had promised to 
lodge £1,000 with the Official Assignee in 
discharge ot his liabilities by October 15. 
He expected to get the money from Mrs. 
Winterbottom, but he was afraid he did not 
know where she expected to get the money. 

Mr. Sherry—You spent a great deal ot 
money on ‘phone calls from Dublin to Lon- 
don ?—Not lately. 

I notice that in one da 
Marine Hotel you spent £ 
calls to this lady ?—Yes.

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Blitzkrieg 


Nearly: two months have passed since 
the German Blitzkrieg was let loose upon 
Great Britain. During that period the 
people of our neighbouring island have 
been subjected to a grim ordeal. According 
to the Germans’ own statements, thousands 
of tons of high explosive and incendiary 
bombs have been dropped in British soil. 
Particular attention has been paid to the 
London area; where some eight million 
people live in congested circumstances. 
Day.and night German bombers have been 
attacking the metropolitan district, where 
air raid warnings have been almost con- 
tinuous. As a result, much material 
damage has been done. Parts of London’s 
East End have been wrecked, and 
thousands of poor families have been 
bombed from their homes. Historic build- 
ings have been ruined, and some of 
London’s most famous landmarks have dis- 
appeared. Inevitably, this destruction has 
been accompanied by grievous loss of life. 
Casualties have distressing, but not 
nearly so high as might have been 
expected. It seems that the system of air 
raid warnings has proved to be most 
efficient, and the shelters that have been 
provided by the British Government, 
although they still leave much to. be 
desired, have afforded sanctuary to millions 
of people. Most of these shelters are of 
the type that now have become familiar 
in Dublin—they are built above street 
level. They are proof against almost 
everything except a direct hit by a bomb; 
but they are not proof against sound, and 
most of those who have had experience of 
air raids during recent weeks agree that 
the appalling noise of the bursting bombs 
is their most terrifying feature. In order 
to escape from the nightly din, hundreds 
of thousands of Londoners have been taking 
refuge in -underground railway stations, 
where, at least, they have the opportunity 
to snatch a few hours’ uninterrupted sleep. 
Public opinion is being mobilised in favour 
of the provision of wholly underground 
Shelters, such as those, for example, which 
have been built in Berlin and other 
German cities; and it is more than likely 
that the British Government will take 
immediate steps to satisfy the popular 
demand. If such shelters should be pro- 
vided, there is no reason to doubt that the 
people of London will be able to hold out 
almost indefinitely against the severest air 
raids. What happened some years ago in 
Madrid and Barcelona is happening in 
London, in Liverpool, in Bristol, and in 
Birmingham to-day: people are growing 
accustomed to air raids. The imperturb- 
ability of the Cockney is proverbial, and 
those homeless refugees who have been 
coming back to Ireland during the last few 
weeks pay unanimous tribute to the 
courage that is being shown by London’s 
millions in the face of hourly peril. Up 
to the present, at any rate, the results 
that have becn achieved by the German 
Luftwaffe would seem to be wholly incom- 
mensurate with its losses, and the effort 
that has been expended by the attackers. 
It is fairly safe to say now that the war 
cannot be won by air raids alone; and even 
the damage to communications, which has 
been heavy in places, does not seem to 
have caused much serious disturbance in 
the ordinary activities of the British 
people. | 

In the nature of things, most of the 
damage in Great Britain has been done at 
night. During the hours of darkness 
bombing machines can pierce the anti- 
aircraft defences almost with impunity ; 
and, although the highly efficient ‘‘ black- 
out’’ may interfere with their accuracy 
of aim, thousands of heavy bombs hardly 
can be dropped without loss of life and 
the destruction of property. This fact 
holds good in the case of Germany as well 
as in that of Great Britain. British air- 
craft visit Germany almost every night, 
and, while the results of their attacks 
cannot be known with any degree of 
accuracy, the German people also must be 
undergoing fearful ordeals. We do not 
believe that the people either of Great | 
Britain or of Germany can be conquered 
by air raids, even if the attacks should be 
multiplied in intensity. Wholesale destruc- 
tion of property can, and will, be caused; 
but buildings always can be restored, and, 
even if London and Berlin both should be 
razed to the ground, the chances of peace 
would be no greater than they are at the 
moment. For that reason, no doubt, the 
British Government takes the view that 
the danger of a German invasion is by no 
means over. German troops are reported 
to be massing along the French coast. Big 
concentrations of barges and flat-bottomed 
boats have been located in various Channel 
ports, and the violent attacks that are 
being made by the British Air Force on 
the so-called ‘‘invasion ports” indicate 
that Mr. Winston Churchill and his 
colleagues are taking no avoidable risks. 
Undoubtedly, Great Britain has suffered 


was a fiasco. Rumania’s adherence to the 
Rome-Berlin ‘ Axis” was a serious blow 
to British prestige not alone in the 
Balkans, but throughout the. Near and 
Middle East. Japan’s pact with Germany 
and Italy was a set-back to the British 
cause in the Orient; and possibly other 
disappointments are in store for our 
neighbours. On the other hand, Great 
Britain’s powers of resistance do not seem 
in any way to have been weakened. The 
convoy system has proved its worth against 
submarine and aerial attack. Between a 
thousand and fifteen hundred cargoes of 
foodstuffs and war materials are landed in. 


i | British ports every week, and the acquisi-

more efficient. The. British mercantile 
marine has had losses, which even may 
increase as time goes on ; but the German 
blockade has not been effective, and after 
thirteen months of war there is no 
appreciable shortage of anything in Great 
Britain. In these circumstances, it looks 
as if the war might continue for an almost 
indefinite period of time. Whether or not 
the Italian drive. against Egypt succeeds ; 
whether or not Gibraltar is wrenched from 
the grasp of the British Empire—what- 
ever, in fact, may happen elsewhere, so 
long as-the people of Great Britain hold 
out, there can be no German victory. Even 
the attitude of the United States has 
ceased to be of much importance. The 
fight is between Germany and the British 
people—the common folk of the London 
and Liverpool slums, the artisans of Leeds 
and Birmingham, the countless little 
typists and shop-girls of Suburbia who 
spend their sleepless nights in shelters. 
If their moral should crack, the war would 
be over in a few weeks. The truth is that 
it shows no sign of cracking. 


‘Work 


Mr. de Valera’s Government has hit 
upon an original and, as we think, a good 
idea. This country at the moment is 
confronted with two prime necessities— 
to enlarge and maintain its Army and to 
reduce unemployment. The new plan is 
calculated to achieve both ends. [It 


establishes a ‘‘Construction Corps,” ie 


scribed as a “ non-combatant arm of the 
Defence Forces, the members of which 
will not be required to bear arms’’—but 
will be required, on the contrary, to per- 
form work of a “ para-military’’ nature. 
Their task will be to construct defence 
works, rifle ranges, roads for military 
purposes, and the like. Once enrolled 
and attested, they will serve for a 
minimum period of twelve months, after 
which they either may join the Regular 
Army or may return to civilian life; they 
will receive, at least, a shilling a day, 
in addition to uniform and rations on the 
full Army scale, and they will be entitled 
to fourteen days’ holiday in the year. 
There is no need to elaborate on the 
advantages of this plan, which must be 
apparent to everybody. It provides the 
average young man with an opportunity 
to do useful work for his country, and to 
furnish. himself with a better and more 
honourable means of subsistence than the 
unemployment bureau. It means work— 
physical work of a, perhaps, arduous 
nature—but well-paid and healthy work. 
There must be thousands of young 
Irishmen who hesitate between the 
summons to join the National Army and 
the natural inclination—if we can call it 
a natural inclination—to stay at home 
and draw money from one or another 
repository of public charity. The Con- 
struction Corps ought to solve their 
problem. Its members will be free, for a 
year at least, of want; they will have 


board and lodging, healthy occupation, 
free medical and dental attendance, and, 
generally, exemption from concern for 
their own welfare. They will be non- 
combatants: that is to say, they cannot 
be drafted into the Regular Army, but 
they will have the satisfaction of ‘‘ doing 
their bit” for the national security. 
From the people’s point of view, the Con- 
struction Corps has every point in its 
favour. It will be no less costly, perhaps, 
than an equal number of young men on 
unemployment assistance; but there is 
this great difference, that its members 
will be-doing useful work in return for 
their keep. Public sentiment is turning, 
slowly but certainly, against the doctrine 
that unemployed men ought to be main- 
tained in idleness at the taxpayer's and 
ratepayer’s expense, 
instead, that, whereas everything possible 
ought to be done for the unemployed, the 
unemployed ought to contribute their 
labour in return. Already the Govern- 
ment has made an experiment with labour 
camps, which was a sorry failure, and a 
sad commentary on our people’s sense of 
pride and independence. The new plan 
makes an entirely different appeal. It 
represents a useful form of national 
service, second only to enlistment in the 
Army proper, and its members will be 
an exceedingly valuable adjunct to the 
Army. We are confident that the youth 
of Ireland will give a hearty response to 
the Government’s invitation. As the 
oficial pamphlet on the Construction 
Corps puts it, enlistment is not only in 


their own, but in the country’s, interest. 
III 


Masses and Men 


In many countries, not only in Europe, 
the status of the individual has been 
reduced to that of an insignificant bolt 
or washer in a gigantic piece of machinery. 
The power is turned on, the wheels go 
round, and the various parts of the engine 
períorm the operations assigned to them. 
Any that fails must be scrapped, or 
chipped, filed, ground and buffed till it 
fits smoothly into its allotted pl +>. There 
is no room in the machine for a part that 
wants to work at an independent pace. It 
is natural that in war-time a State should 
be regarded by its governors as a compact 
piece. The activities of the men and 
women that are its constituent parts must 
be so regulated that their direction is the 
same as the general direction: independ- 
ence and individuality can be tolerated 
only so long as they do not interfere 
with the planned operation of the State 
as a whole. Unfortunately, when governors 
are given the power to regulate and 
regiment, they may cross the line 
between what is reasonable and what is 
irritating or intolerable. A minor example 
of excessive regulation was the ban upon 
sales of tobacco after 8 p.m. under one 
of the provisions of the Defence of the 
Realm Act in the last war. ‘‘Dora,’’ as 
the measure usually was called; gave the 
humorists scope for many crisp efforts in 
verse, joke and pen-and-ink sketch. 
Nowadays the regulating of the English- 
man is a trifle in comparison with what 
has taken place in other countries, but 
to Irish people the complaisance of those 
on the other side of the Channel always 
has been regarded as a surprising weak. 
ness. Did we possess the same amenable- 
“ness our governors probably would regard 
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countries. If anyone has the idea that he

can do as he likes ‘so long as he does 


theory by. drinking after the licensed 
hours in a public-house or parking his 
car for more than twenty minutes in a 
street that is not an appointed parking 
place. Let him operate a wireless set or 
own a dog without possessing a licence ; 
let him smoke in the lower saloon 
of a ‘bus or tramcar or permit his 
children to absent themselves from school. 
None of those actions is a crime, yet 
anybody who commits one of them is liable 
to be prosecuted before a court, which is- 
an ignominious experience for men and 
women who value their ‘‘good name” 
and pride themselves that they are law- 
abiding citizens. We have boen accustomed 
to regulation from birth, and, if we are 
more fortunate than the people of other 
countries, our difference from them is one 
only of degree. Modern society is so 
complex that to allow every man to do as 
he pleased, even with his motor car, his 
public-house and his children, would lead 
to confusion. There is a reason for every 
regulation—though sometimes, we con- 
fess, the reason is not obvious—and in 
the long run the effect of even the most 
irritating of them is to make our lives 
run smoothly. Complete independence of 
action would be possible only on some 
lonely island, and, if such an island were 
Within easy reach of all who want to be 
independent, it soon would become so 
crowded that the process of regulation 
and regimentation would he~c to be intro- 
duced in the interests of its inhabitants.

General Smuts Attacked. 

The Secretary of State for the Colonies 
reports that a meeting of the South African 
party at Johannesburg was broken up with 
great violence. There was a crowd estimated 
at 1,500 to 2,000 present, mostly composed 
of hooligans. When General Smuts appeared 
they began te hoot and shout, and some of 
them threw eggs and pieces of rock, The 
mob then rushed the platform, with the 
deliberate intention of harming the General. 

It. was only after one of the police officers 
fired his revolver into the air that the crowd 
dispersed, Were it not for this action, there 
is every reason to believe there would have 
been serious consequences. 

Sir Hugh Lane’s Will. 

Sir Hugh Lane, one of the most successful 
picture dealers and art collectors of modern 
times, who went. down in the Lusitania, has 
left estate to the value of £50,000. The 
bequests include:—‘‘ A string of pearls to 
Aunt Augusta Gregory.”’

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T is manifest to many politicians that a 
Ministry of Reconstruction will have 
to be appointed before long for Britain, 
and in some.quarters it is the idea that 
the selection of special commissioners to 
deal with problems of reconstruction and 
to look after the people rendered homeless 
by the raids is a first step towards such a 
Ministry. The Ministry of Health and 
the Ministry of Home Security are almost 
overburdened, however, with the amount 
of work falling upon them, and can have 
little time left for the new tasks daily 
confronting them. A Ministry of Recon- 
struction, with Lord Addison at its head, 
was set up towards the end of the last 
war, and did a great amount of valuable 
work. 


Sales Tax 


Difficulties connected with the proposed 
purchase tax included in the April Budget 
of Sir John Simon, and revised in the 
Budget of Sir Kingsley Wood, have not 
yet. been overcome, and no date has yet 
been fixed for the tax to become operative. 
In some cases traders had arranged for an 
automatic. increase in their prices on 
October 1st, as it was anticipated that the 
new impost would then be operative, but 
has had to be cancelled. The main trouble 
has been due to the introduction of the 
principle of the tax paid on the change of 
ownership of the goods from the whole- 
saler to the retailer. 

In some commercial circles the view has 
been expressed from the start that in the 
end there will be a straightforward sales 
tax, with none of the complications inevit- 
able in the taxation of the goods at the 
time they are purchased by the retailer. 
Probably matters have gone too far now 
for the principle to be altered, but it 1s 
not improbable that, sooner or later, a 
plain sales tax will be substituted. 

Sir Charles Hipwood, Director of the 
National Union of Manufacturers, says 
that ‘‘ a deiay in the enforcement of the 
tax is most valuable. The money is necded 
by the country, but the question of when 
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is the best time to impose the -tax needs 
further consideration. Together with the 
orders governing restrictions on supply, it 
must necessarily cut into the home trade, 
and, if care is not taken, it will do so 
before alternative employment has been 
found for displaced masters and men.”’ 


Fixed Prices 


In the immediate future it is probable 
that proposals will be advanced in Britain 
for the fixing of prices to consumers with 
a view to keeping down the cost of living 
for the poorest people. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that maintenance of low 
fixed prices has to be paid for by taxation, 
and, as taxation must become more widely 
spread, the whole of the community will 
eventually feel the effect of a rise nn prices, 
The fixing of artificial prices, therefore, 
is something in the nature of a hazardous 
enterprise. In the conflict of economic 
movements the reaction of supply and 
demand, and the different motives which 
may inspire producers, makes it certain 
that, if a price is fixed, the time will come 
when the supply will not be available or 
that too much of one thing may come 
forward when another is more seriously 
needed. Another point is that the fixing 
of prices has no regard for good or bad 
seasons, freight rates or insurances. 


Young Men in Tube Shelters 


An abuse of the tube railways as shelters 
during air raids is to be ended, and last 
night police and railway officials moved 
among the people, dissuading young men 
from remaining. Quite a number with 
blankets and pillows had their attention 
called to a notice stating that women and 
children must come first. 

Lately hundreds of young men have been 
taking up comfortable positions to the 
exclusion of women and children, and it 
was decided that this must end. Appeals 
were made that they should go to the 
surface shelters, and most have responded, 
but a few have insisted on remaining. The 
women themselves are now making things 
uncomfortable for any young man who 
persists in taking up space. Last night 
most of the men were elderly or infirm. 
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Poulaphouca’s Power Hou:e 


By courtesy of the editor of that excellent 
journal, the Jrish Builder and Engincer, 
I am able to present Diary readers with 
a picture of the power station that is soon 
to get its finishing touches, and to reinforce 
the resources of the Shannon and Pigeon 
House. 

I am told that the big circular tank, 
which looks like a gasometer, will be almost 
as high as the Nelson Pillar. Filled mainly 
with air under normal conditions, its 
function is to act as a buffer in case of 
sudden water pressures, which otherwise 
would involve risks or damage. It takes 
its supplies of water from the big under- 
ground tunnel, and delivers downwards 
to the turbines through the pipes—in 
engineers’ jargon, “ penstocks ’’—shown in 
photograph. : 
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Surrounding the “ gasometer ” is a new 
roadway which also gives access to the 
outdoor transformer station on the left of 
picture. For other technical details I 
commend a reference to the Builder or to 
some E.S.B. engineer. 

For the first time I begin to get the 
“hang” of Poulaphouca’s engineering 
mysteries. Perhaps, the picture will also 
help other tyros to do likewise ! 


An Irish- American 


‘It makes little difference what a man 
calls himself—Catholic, Protestant or 
Hebrew—what counts is what he is.” That 
sentiment is attributed to Mr. James 
Speers, a Belfast man, who now is chair- 
man of the Board of James McCutcheon 


Avenue, New York. 

Mr. Speers recently was guest of honour 
at a dinner of the Uptown Retail Guild, 
an organisation of some of the leading 
business men of New York. It is sixty 
years since he arrived in New York. The 
day after he arrived he started work in 
the McCutcheon firm, which had been 
founded by two cousins of his who 
emigrated from County Antrim twenty-five 
years before he did. The small shop of 
sixty years ago paid its rent to the grand- 
father of President Roosevelt. 

A New York paper describes the modern 
Mr. Speers as wearing a heavy gold watch 
chain, starched collar and cuffs. ‘‘ In all 
his conversation there is an undercurrent 
of deep religious feeling.” That sounds 
like the successful Belfast man all right. 


Berlin Street 


Anti-German feeling in Belfast, as I 
gather from the Belfast Telegraph, has 
run so high that the residents of Berlin 
street are eager to have the obnoxious 
name changed, and Mr. Thomas 


and Co., one of the big stores in Fifth 


Henderson, M.P., not merely approves 
their attitude, but thinks that all street 
names with German connections should 
be altered as well. 

The Telegraph is not very kind to this 
proposal. ‘‘If Berlin street is to be 
removed,’ it asks, ‘‘ why retain Teutonic. 
Hamburg and Moltke streets? In ord 
to remove all traces of the Axis con 
nection, the names of Naples, Turin, 
Milan and Venice streets would have to 
be liquidated.” é 

In spite of an impassioned plea by 
Alderman ‘‘Tommy,’’ who insists that 
“the people of Berlin street do not want 
to be associated with Hitlerism,’’ the 
Improvements Committee of the Corpora- 
tion has been adamant; and the proposal 
has been deleted from its minutes—not 
because the Committee can be charged 
with pro-Hitlerism, but because ‘‘ owners 
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of property in the street would have ra 
change the names in all the leases.”’ 

So in some respects we have advancel 
since those early days of the last Great 
War, when Beethoven was anathema to 
patriots, and the glockenspiel had to be 
re-christened before patriotic musicians 
would consent to perform on it. 


Poper-Saving 


As a worker on a newspaper which has 
suffered from the necessity of conserviny 
paper, I am impelled to wonder if the 
burden of economy is being fairly dis- 
tributed. 

Has anything been done, for example, 
to reduce the quantity of paper con- 
sumed—dare I say wasted ?—in the form 
of parliamentary papers? Just take a 
look around Dail Eireann on any day 
when it is in session, and calculate how 
many tons of useful paper is laid before 
deputies, who. as often as not, don't 
bother even to, cast a glance at it. 

The thought is inspired .by a recom- 
mendation of the Select Committee on 
Publications and Debates Reports to the 
British House of Commons. It suggests 
that copies of bills and Acts of Parlia- 
ment shall be printed in smaller type. 
Sir William Codling, Controller of the 
Stationery Office, points out that if the 
type on one single edition of the British 
Overseas Airways Bill had been reduced 
in size one hundredweight and an eighth 
of paper would have been saved. 

Another member of the committee 
positively unkind. He complained that 
his summons to the meeting which «iis 
cussed these matters occupied a large sheet 
of cardboard and two sheets of paper.

With the prolongation of war conditions, 
the Minister continued, trade and industry 
might become more and more affected. The 
Government, therefore, deemed it necessary 
to make a close study of conditions and of 
the help which an enlarged programme ot 
public works would give, instead of resorting 
to direct relief for the unemployed. The 
examination of the position clearly indicated 
that there should be wider powers for the 
carrying out of public works as might from 
time to time be deemed necessary. 

Considerablje advance had already been 
made in the survey of Dublin and the 
Borough of Dun Laoghaire, and in the pre- 
paration of outline proposals for the future 
development of the areas in accordance with 
the recognised principles underlying town. 
planning. Preliminary surveys were at pre- 
sent being made in the County Boroughs of 
Cork and Limerick, in twelve urban districts 
and in three counties. 


RING ROADS IN DUBLIN 


Towards the end of last year a preliminary 
report, made by the experts appointed for the 
planning of Dublin City, was published in the 
Press. Among the wofks proposed for the 
consideration of ‘the Corporation were rew 
ring roads on the north and south of the city 
to be constructed, partly within and partly 
without the city boundary. The sketch de- 
velopment plans had not been officially eub- 
mitted to his Department, and he was not 
In a position at that stage to refer to the 
merits of the general proposals, as their adop- 
tion and embodiment in a planning scheme 
rested with the Corporation. The value of 
such reports was very great. 

In Cork, Limerick and Waterford, as well 
as Dublin, and, in fact, in other populous 
areas, there were many problems created by 
circumscribed boundaries which might readily 
be solved under the provisions of that bill. 
Owing to the absence of link roads between 
main roads, a very undesirable form of ribbon 
development had taken place, which could 
have been avoided by the provision of a 
system of link roads with sanitary services. 

Fully aware of the additional duties cast 
upon local authorities and their officers durin 
the past year in connection with A.R.P. an 
other matters arising out of the emergency, 
he was somewhat reluctant to press for the 
immediate preparation of planning schemes. 
He did think, however, that the work of 
making preliminary surveys should be pressed 
forward, particularly in the larger cities and 
towns, so that local authorities in the selec- 
tion of employment schemes would have suit- 
E- proposals from which a choice could be 
made. 


THE SPECIAL POWERS 


If the circumstances and conditions under 
which employment schemes had been carried 
out in the past were to remain unchanged, 
it would not be necessary to ask for the 
special powers which were sought in that bill. 
It was possible, however, that before the 
European war was over, and before its con- 
sequences ceased to be felt, the problem of 
unemployment and distress might become one 
of the utmost gravity. In those circum- 
stances 16 was necessary to take all reason- 
able precautions to make the way clear for. 
such relief measures as might be considered 
necessary in the best interests of the State. 

It was becoming more difficult to find suit- 
able types of work in areas in which the 


— survey of East Meath, which had 
een made preparatory to the formulation of 
a planning scheme, there was a proposal for 
a new coast road from Drogheda to the 
boundary between Meath and Dublin.

QUESTION OF A LIVING

Mr. W. T. COSGRAVE (F.G., Cork) said 
he congratulated the Minister on his state- 
ment of the reasons for the bill, and said that 
that method of presentation entitled the pro- 
posers to every consideration.

WORK UNDER THE BILL 


Alderman R. CORISH (Labour, Wexford) 
said he agreed with much of Deputy 
Cosgrave’s criticism. If work under the bill 
was to be given under the rotational system 
he would be very reluctant to vote for it. 
He could not understand why it was neces- 
sary to introduce this bill to enable the 
Government to deal with unemployment. 
Unless the Minister told the House what kind 
of work would be given under the bill and on 
what system that work would be given he 
was not in favour of the bill at this stage. 


Mr. DOCKRELL (F.G., Dublin Co.) 
wondered if the Government was taking a 
broad enough view of the employment 


problem. They would have to give considera- 
tion to schemes that had an ultimate useful- 
ness or that were part of a whole. They 
could not leave the unemployed to starve, but 
at the same time they were near the breaking 
point of the smaller taxpayer.

AN ILLUSION 


Mr. W. NORTON (Labour, Carlow-Kildare) 
said that he hoped the Minister would give 
an assurance that the bill would not be 
utilised to compel local authorities to carry 
out work on the rotational system and that 
they would not endeavour to fix low maximum 
wages. He did not see how the bill was 
going to have any effect on the unemployment 
position in the country. Twelve months or 
twelve years after the passing of the bill they 
would have as many unemployed as to-day. 
It was an illusion to imagine that they could 
deal with the problem merely by passing a 
bill of this kind. In Dublin 90,000 people 
were housed in conditions which were a 
reflection on the country.

Not 
one per cent. has any intelligent foresight as 
to what the problems are going to be, and 
less about the best way of overcoming them.” 

He asked for an assurance that the Govern- 
meut would impart to them their views on 
the financial position of the country and any 
plans which they might have for develop- 
ment work on a big scale. 


DICTATORIAL POWERS 


Mr. J. HUGHES (F.G., Carlow-Kildare)— 
The solution the Governments should aim at 
is some sort of work that is productive, and 
then there will be no danger of financial 
trouble resulting. On the type of land im- 
provement, much more money should be 
spent. There is a great acreage of land that 
could be made productive. It is unfair of the 
Minister to throw the responsibility of find- 
ing work on to the local authorities. 

The burden, said Mr. Hughes, was thrown 
back on the agricultural community and had 
already held back the improvement of the 
industry. No matter how the local authority 
felt, the responsibility of protecting their 
ratepayers, that consideration would not 
weigh with the Minister under this bill. The 
Minister had dictatorial powers over the 
local authorities and could dismiss them if 
they did not do as he said. 


EXPRESSION OF DESPAIR 
Mr. J. ESMONDE—This bill is an ex- 


pression of despair on the part of the 
Government. It was a public declaration of 
political insolvency and inability to solve the 


problem. Under the bill, with one sweep of 
the hand, the Government could get rid of 
their responsibilities: The unemployment 


problem could be solved, and it was the 
Government’s duty to solve it. The problem 
confronting the State was that of defence, 
and hard on its heels was the one of unem- 
ployment, which must be solved if the nation 
is to survive. 

The problem of unemployment is almost 
as important as that of defence. The bill 
was a negation of all democratic reasoning. 
The public authority is.ordered to solve a 
problem for which the Government now ad- 
mitted they had no solution. This bill places 
the Government in a position of moving the 
local authorities round the country. like pawns 
on a chess-board. 


MINISTER’S REPLY 


: - 


OBJECT OF THE BILL 


Replying, Mr. RUTTLEDGE said that 
deputies had assumed that, all the cost was 
going to be put on to the shoulders oí the 
“already overburdened taxpayers.” He had 
not eaid anything about that when he had 
introduced the bill, and he did not know 
where deputies got that idea. In the same 
way they had been told that nothing was to 
be done under the bill except roads. If 
anybody read the first and second sections of 
the bill they would see that that, too, was. 
an error. The bill was purely a machinery 
measure to assist and enable local authorities 
to deal with the problem of unemployment in 
a bigger way than it had been dealt with up 
to the present. The Government was trying 
to tackle the problem in a more comprenen- 
sive manner and trying to provide works of 


permanent utility. Local authorities would. 


be able to plan further ahead 

In Dublin schemes would be undertaken 
which would give considerable employment 
and would add permanently to the amenities 
of the city. The L-Il had been attacked on 
the basis that an attempt was being made 
to shift the burden of providing for the un- 
employed on to the local authorities. No one 
had attempted to meet the bill in the way 
in which it should be met. One purpose of 
the bill was to ensure that work would be 
carried out under some sort of plan. Hitherto 
moneys had been in many cases applied to 
carrying out work which was of very little 
utility. The provision for the acquisition of 
land was very simple. 

The bill might not solve unemployment— 
he did not say that it would—but an attempt 
was being made to secure that works designed 
for the unemployed would be carried on on 
some sort of plan.

CONCERN AT GROWTH 
OF OUTRAGES

BUCHAREST, Wednesday. 


N what the British Legation 

described as the most flagrant 
‘arrest’? so far, Mr. A. Miller, 
director of the _ British-controlled 
Astra-Romana Oil Company, the 
largest in Rumania, was kidnapped 
by a band of youths, apparently Iron 
Guardists. 

At noon to-day the Legation had 
not been able officially to determine 
the whereabouts or fate of Mr. 
Miller, and the Rumanian secret 
police insisted that they had no 


knowledge of the affair. 

According to the Legation, eye-witnesses 
said that four young men in plain clothes 
took Mr. Miller by car from the Sports Club 
of the Astra-Romana Company at Snagov 
shortly after midnight. 

Meanwhile the British Legation here has, 
after seven days of diplomatic activity, been 
able to gain access to the five Britons, 
four men and a woman, who have been held 
incommunicado by the secret police on charges 
of planning to sabotaze the delivery of petrol 
for the German Air Force. 

The British officials said that the prisoners 
all looked ‘ worn and haggard, although they 
showed no visible signs of serious injuries.” 

All the prisoners reported that they had 
been beaten ‘‘ by civilians,’”’ but had been 
*“exceedingly well treated’’ after they were 
taken into custody by the secret police. 


STRONG U.S. PROTEST 


The U.S. Legation in Bucharest has filed 
a strong formal protest concerning the arrest 
and treatment of an American citizen, Lester 
Freeman, who was among the employés of 
the Romano-Americana (il Co. arrested at 
Ploesti a week ago, says Reuter. 

Lester was released after suffering ill- 
treatment, it is alleged. It is now disclosed 
that, in addition to the five Britons under 
arrest, two other British subjects, Mr. and 
Mrs. Embury, were temporarily put under 
house arrest -at Ploesti by members of the 
Iron Guard Jast week, but were subsequently 
set at liberty. 

All visitors at their home were questioned 
and a guard was placed in front of it and 
only “Bost away last night.

NORWEGIAN SHIP 
‘SUNK

CREW LANDED ON 
IRISH COAST

After being four days and four nights in 
an open lifeboat 28 members of the crew_of 
29 of the Norwegian vessel Vestvard (4,319 
tons) landed at an Irish West coast port. 

The Vestvard was torpedoed on Friday 
morning off the Hebrides, and sank in ten 
minutes. The captain said that two torpedoes 
were fired. After the first one struck the 
ship the crew got into the two lifeboats, one 
of which was struck by the second torpedo, 
and the crew then crowded into the remaining 
lifeboat. 

Able Seaman Gunra Mugonas fell over- 
board and was drowned. The survivors then 
made for the Irish coast, using a petrol 
engine, but on Monday thc last of the petrol 
was used, and, as there was no wind, the 
crew had to row for sixteen hours. 

Mrs. O. N. Braaftard, wife of the captain 
of the Vestvard, who has been accompanying 
her seafaring husband for the past four years, 
said to an ai Times reporter at, Clifden: 
“I am not brave, but I want to share my 
husband’s fate, no matter what it may be.” 


SEALED ORDERS 

When the convoy sailed without them 
from Manchester, and they were left without 
orders, it was she who suggested that the 
sealed instructions, which were not to have 
been opened until the ship was separated from 
the convoy, should be opened. The instruc- 
tions enabled the captain to catch up with 
the convoy two days later. It was after they 
were two days separated from the convoy 
again that they were torpedoed. i 

“I was going to the bathroom,” she said, 
“when I heard a most awful explosion. 1 
was paralysed with fear. I looked out of 
the cabin door and saw everything in an 
awful mess. Doors, planks and pieces of 
wood and steel were scattered everywhere. 
I took up two bags, which were packed with 
warm clothes and boots. I was trying to 
close one of the bags when the chief officer 
came along and said, ‘Madame, you ‘st 
come with me at once.’ I left both bags and 
went with him on deck. As I was going 
towards the lifeboats I saw my husband, and 
I shouted to him that I had no clothes on 
me, and he ran back to the cabin. I got 
into the lifeboat, but when I did not see my 
husband coming I wanted to go back to the 
ship again. My husband, however, appeared 
at that moment, carrying a coat and a pair 
of sea boots for me.”’ 

Mrs. Braaftard then described how a large 
beam from the sinking ship fell after the 
second torpedo had struck, and cut one of the 
lifeboats in two, injuring none of the crew. 
Her husband later managed to take the men 
from the damaged lifeboat into the remaining 
boat. The boat was only made to carry 
fifteen, but now it had twenty-nine, 


IN THE BOATS 
There followed four awful days and nights 
of anxiety, cold and thirst, during which they 
remained cramped in sea-sodden clothes, and 
their skins betame inflamed with salt water. 
The captain had rationed the dry bread and 
water, as they did not know when they would 
be rescued. When the petrol of the lifeboat 
engine gave out the crew had to row for 
sixteen hours without a drink of water, but 
when they sighted land on Monday evening 
they had a royal feast of their remaining 
bread and water, and the “' boys ” rowed 
with renewed courage. 
Mrs. Braaftard will never quite forget the 
Slyne Head light-keepers. '“' It was not the 
hot tea and the boiled eggs, but the

An exceptionally early “all clear," the 
second earliest since the aerial Blitzkrieg 
started, last night gave London an hour. of 
nearly normal night life.

During the daylight hours the Germans 
had made determined attempts to reach the 
capital. All were broken, and they lost ten 
machines. One British fighter is missing.

NINE "PLANES SHOT 
DOWN 


| ONDON yesterday had six day- 
light ' alert *’ alarms, a seventh 
alert being given early in the night. 

German bombers, with fghter 
escorts, made numerous attacks 
along the English South-East coast, 
but the various formations were so 
broken up that only a few bombers 
made their way to London. 

By six o clock last night the British 
Air Ministry announced that nine 
German ‘planes had been shot down, 
while one British plane was missing. 


BRITISH COMMUNIQUE 
Press ASSOCIATION TELEGRAM, 


LONDON, Wednesday. 

The British Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security to-night issued the following 
announcement :— 

“ Early this morning single enemy: aircraft 
made several brief raids over the South and 
East Coasts, in the course of which a few 
bombs were dropped at isolated points in 
the South-West of England, South Wales and 
Essex. Little damage and few casualties are 
reported. 

‘* Beginning about nine o'clock this morn- 
ing, and continuing throughout the day, there 
has been a series of attacks on London by 
forces of several squadrons of enemy aircraft. 
All of. these have been intercepted and 
broken up by our fighters. 

“Few of the enemy penetrated to the 
London area, and reports indicate that where 
bombs were dropped they caused little 
damage and few casualties, although these 
included some fatal injuries. 

““On their way to and from London some 
of the enemy aircraft dropped their bombs 
on Kent coast towns with no better success. 

‘Reports so far received show that nine of 
the enemy have been shot down, 

““One of our fighters is missing.”

ATTEMPTS ON LONDON 


Press ASSOCIATION TELEGRAM. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

Odd German raiders which slipped through 
while mass formations were being driven 
back -in a series of fierce air battles to-day 
dropped bombs on South-East London and 
on Kent coast towns. Single ‘planes also 
dropped « few bombs in hit-and-run raids at 
points in South-West England, South Wales 
and Essex. 

There were some casualties, including a 
baby in a perambulator and its father and 
mother, who were killed in a South-East 
London street during the fifth ‘‘alert’’ of 
the day. The sound of British ’planes was 
then heard, and the raider made off. 

London had six daylight “alerts.” 

During the first one many "planes could be 
seen fighting over an East-End district, as the 
Germans were driven down the estuary. 

Bombs were dropped on a housing estate 
during the second period, and three people 
were killed when their house was struck. 
Their dog had taken refuge in the family 
shelter and escaped. About the same time 
a house was partly demolished in another 
part of South-East London, and there was 
one casualty. Another bomb fell in a school 
ground, 

During this period London’s anti-aircraft 


| guns came into action, and machine-gun fire 


was heard. 


RAIDER FALLS IN FLAMES 

A raider, shot down by Spitfires, which fell 
in flames near Earl Soham, in East Suffolk, 
was attacked by the British fighters as it was 
dropping high explosive bombs on_ the 
crowded streets of a south-east town. 

Shoppers rushed to shelters as machine-gun 
bullets showered on the streets. A _ proof 
reader, Frederick H. Burch, was shot in the 
back when a burst went through the roof of 
a newspaper office. 

A residential area in a south-east coast 
town was straddled by about ten bombs. Four 
unoccupied houses were wrecked, and others 
were damaged. ‘There was one casualty. 

Streets and buildings of another east coast 
town were machine-gunned by a raider, which 
then fled across the sea. 

The Germans, in their large-scale attacks, 
again used big escorts of fighters. In one 
force of about 150 ’planes, which crossed the 
coast during the morning, only a few of the 
machines were bombers. 

A Dornier 17 was shot down to-day by 
Hurricanes after it had machine-gunned the 
streets of an Essex town, states the British 
Air Ministry News Service. 

Thames Estuary anti-aircraft guns de- 
stroyed one of to-day’s raiders, a Messer; 
schmitt 109. 


LONDON’S NIGHT “ ALERE” 

London's night ‘‘alert’’ was the seventh 
of the day. Shortly afterwards gun-flashes 
were seen in a south-easterly direction. Three 
searchlights which had been operating at 
once switched out. Separate waves of German

PEACE NEGOTIATIONS 


Mr. P. COGAN (Ind. Farmer, Wicklow) 
asked the Minister for External Affairs if, 
in view of Ireland’s position as one of the 
few remaining neutral States, he intended to 
take such steps as might be appropriate to 
ascertain if there were any possibility of 
opening negotiations for peace, and of assist- 
ing towards that object.

THE WOOL SURPLUS

being opened for the large surplus of wool 
remaining on the farmers’ hands owing to 
the loss of the British market. 

The MINISTER (Mr. LEMASS) said that 
the conditions affecting the wool trade in 
available markets were not favourable at 
present. The problem of disposing of our 
exportable surplus is, he added, engaging the 

i constant attention of my Department and of 
the other Departments concerned, but I am 
not now in a position to make any definite 
statement on the subject. 

Mr. KEATING—Will the Minister tell us 
when he will be in a position? Where are 
the alternative markets you promised the 
people? Now the farmers have the wool on 
hands and have neitner money nor storage. 
You should be ashamed of yourself. 

Mr. J. DILLON—Is it correct to say that 
the reason wool has accumulated is that the 
Minister prohibited the export of wool to 
profitable markets while those markets were 
still open? 

Mr. LEMASS—That is not correct. 

Mr. DILLON—Did the Minister make the 
export of wool subject to licence and refuse 
to grant licences for export of wool to 
Holland and Spain? 

Mr. LEMASS—The difficulty of disposing 
of the surplus of wool is due to the fact that 
there is a huge surplus available for which 
there is no market at the present time. Wool 
is practically unsaleable in many parts of 
the world. 

Mr. DILLON—2s. 6d. or 2s. was available 
for every pound six months ago and the 
Ministers refused to allow exporters to export 
it to those countries which would have bought 
it. 

Mr. LEMASS—That is not correct. 

Mr. DILLON—Well, I say that it is. Let 
the country judge between us 

Mr. LEMASS—The possibility of dispos- 
ing of it ended with the German occupation 
of Holland. 

Mrs DILLON—And did you not refuse a 
licence months before that? 


Mr. LEMASS—I did not. 


THE EXPORT OF A CROSS 


Mr. H. M. DOCKRELL (F.G., Co. Dub- 
lin) asked the Minister for Supplies if he 
would reconsider his refusal to grant an 
export licence for a Cross manufactured in 
Eire for use in a church in County Fer- 
managh, and if, further, he was aware that 
supplies of raw materials suitable for this 
work were at present being’ exported. 

The MINISTER (Mr. Leémass) said he re- 
gretted that he was unable to depart from 
his decision in this matter. The statement 
in the second part of the Deputy’s question 
was not fully correct, inasmuch as licences 
are not being granted for the export of new 
copper, of which a not inconsiderable quan- 
tity was used in the manufacture of the Cross 
which it was desired to export. 

Mr. DOCKRELL said that the raw 
materials for the production of articles of 
bronze were produced in this country. There 
was a constant supply of scrap, which was 
being gleaned from all over the country, and 
so far as his information went there was a 
surplus. Why did the Minister in that case 
hold up the export of articles such as this? 
It would only result in employment being 
discontinued in the ‘industry. The Minister 
was quite wrong in thinking that new copper 
had to be brought into this country to manu- 
facture articles such as this. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the applicants for 
the licence in this case stated that sixty 
pounds of new copper bar was comprised in 
the article. 

General MULCAHY asked if it was true 
that the Minister was prohibiting the export 
of a copper cross made in this country for 
County Fermanagh ? | 

Mr. LEMASS said that the Order included 
anything manufactured in this country of new 
copper. ‘There was no prohibition on the 
export of scrap copper. 

á Mr. DOCKRELL asked if the applicant

BARLEY AND OATS 


SURPLUS 


Mr. KEATING (F.G., Wexford) 
Minister for Agriculture (Dr. Ryan) whether 
he was prepared to allow the large surplus 
of barley and oats for which there was no 
sale in this country at present to be exported 
to Great Britain, where there was a good 
market; and, if not, whether he would pre- 

re some scheme by means of which small 
armers, who had their grain crops left on 
their hands and had no livestock to which to 
feed them, would be put in a position to meet 
their annuities, rates and other demands. 

The MINJSTER (Dr. Ryan) said that the 
answer to the first part of the qtestion was 
in the negative. As to the second: portion, 
the Minister referred the deputy to the 
announcement in the public Press on 25th 
September of an arrangement by which maize 
millers would purchase oats and barley for 
inclusion in a maize meal mixture which 
would be sold in replacement of pure maize 
meal. One of the objects of this scheme was 
to provide an immediate market for oats and 
barley which might have to be sold by the 
producers in the circumstances mentioned 1n 
the deputy’s questions. 

Dr. PRYAN, told Mr. J. Keating that, 
having regard to the limitations of the home 
and export markets for bacon and bacon pigs, 
and also the possibility of a shortage of feed- 
ing stuffs, he was of the opinion that pro- 
ducers should not increase their stocks of 
pigs at present. 


SUPPLEMENTARY 


ESTIMATES 


On the motion of the MINISTER FOR 
JUSTICE, the House passed a supplementary 
estimate of £2,500 to defray such charges in 
connection with the Supreme Court as were 
not charged on Central Funds. He said that 
the estimate was to make good a deficiency 
due to defalcations, which he had promised 
would be made good to the minors concerned. 
Some of the estate of the solicitor concerned 
would be available to make up the money. 

Mr. SEAN T. O’KELLY, Minister for 
Finance, moved a supplementary estimate of 
£7,737 4s. 3d. to make good an excess on the 
grant: for old age pensions for the year 
ended March 3lst, 1939. He said that the 
excess arose out of an unusual number of 
claims. 

The vote was agreed to. 

Mr. O’KELLY also moved a supplementary 
estimate of £11,066 4s. 2d., to make good an 


excess on the grant for forestry for the year 


ended March 3lst, 1939. He said that the 
excess arose out of expenditure for extra 
staff. A great number of men were employed 
and, also, there was additional cost of labour 
owing to increases in the wages paid. 

The vote was agreed to. 

Before the House proceeded to deal with 
the business on the Order Paper, Mr. DE 
VALERA rose and said that deputies will 
have learned with deep regret of the death 
during the recess of Deputy Brazier. The 
late deputy took a keen interest in public 
affairs, both as a member of Dail Eireann 
and as a member of several local bodies. His 
membership of these local bodies and local 
associations gave him a knowledge of the 
problems of local government, agriculture, 
land division and afforestation. When he 
intervened in the Dail in discussions on these 
subjects his suggestions and criticisms were 
always well informed and practical. ‘ As a 
member of the Public Accounts Committee 
for the past four years, he gave further valu- 
able service. I ask you to convey to the late 
deputy’s relatives the sincere sympathy of 
Dail Eireann. 


DUBLIN A.R.P. WORKS 


In reply to Alderman A. Byrne, Mr. §S. 
MOYLAN, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Minister for Co-Ordination of Defensive 
Measures, said that the Dublin Corporation 
would not receive a Government grant 
towards the cost of air-raid precautions in 
the Dublin Union, Grangegorman Mental 
Hospital and Cork Street Fever Hospital. The 
administering bodies of these institutions were 
not eligible for grant under any section of 
the Air Raids Precautions Act, 1939. 

In reply to Mr. J. F. Pattison (Labour), 
the MINISTER for DEFENCE stated that 
the number of persons receiving pension under 
the Military Service Pensions Acts on Septem- 
ber 1, 1940, was 9,933, and 308 of these were 
serving in the Defence Forces. 

The House adjourned until Wednesday, 
October 16.

Mr. DE VALERA, as Minister for 


External Affairs, moved a supplementary 
estimate of £10 for that Department, and 


-said that some time ago the Swiss Govern- 


‘ment had raised its Consulate Genéral here 
to the rank of Legation, and appointed a 
diplomatic representative of the rank of 
Chargé d’Affaires. The purpose of this 
estimate was to enable this State to establish 
a Legation at Berne, and appoint as Chargé 
d’ Affaires there the representative whom we 
had at Gencva. Up to the Ac") the repre- 
sentative was in a position to be of con- 
‘siderable assistance to any of our citizens 
who happened to be in Switzerland and to 
give the Government information and to 
maintain contact with that country. It was 
proposed now to close the office in Geneva and 
establish an office in Berne instead. The 
difference in ‘ost was only £10. . 

It was important that diplomatic relations 
with Switzerland should be established, and 
generally that their relations with that 
country should be continued. Everybody 
kriew that Switzerland is one of the great 
small countries of Europe. Its traditions and 
culture, and the fact that great channels of 
communication passed through that country, 
all make it desirable that this country should 
be represented there. 


THE TWO COUNTRIES 


Professor J. M. O’SULLIVAN | (F.G., 
Kerry) said that there was considerable 
trade between the two countries. It was 
especially desirable to have a representative 
of this country in Switzerland. He under- 
stood that this was 'a substitution for a 
representative at Geneva. He took it for 
granted that that did not mean the taking 
of sides on our part with the opponents or 
the supporters of the idea of the League of 
Nations. se 

Mr. NORTON (Lab.) agreed that it was 
desirable to maintain, and, if possible, im- 
prove, the status of our representative in 


to appoint our permanent representative in 
the League of Nations, to whose courtesy 
and efficiency he wished to pay tribute. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Mr. DE VALERA, replying, said that, 
with regard to the question as to whether 
the elevation of our representative to the 
rank of Chargé d’Affaires indicated any atti- 
tude on our part with regard to controversies 
about the League, he wanted to assure the 
House that it did not. Their representative 
would still be a representative to the League 
of Nations, although certain exception was 
taken to representatives in Geneva being 
diplomatic representatives elsewhere the con- 
verse was not the case. This was rather a 
widening of the functions of the represen- 
tative than any alteration. It was not 
possible to say definitely what the future 
headquarters of the League was likely to be. 
It had not actually been moved from Geneva 
at the moment. 

The vote was agreed to.

A new clinic, one of the most modern in 
County Dublin, was opened formally yester- 
day by the Chairman of the Dublin Board of 
Health, Mr. J. T. Ennis, at Patrick street, 
Dun Laoghaire. The clinic, an imposing 
building of white concrete, is divided into 
sections—for the treatment of tuberculosis, 
for the welfare of children, and for a dental 
clinic. - Ultra-violet ray treatment is also 
available, and there is a section set aside for 
clerical work. 

The clinic has been built, as far as possible, 
of Irish materials. The cost of erection and 
furnishing was approximately £10,000, and it 
has been fitted out to meet modern require- 
ments. It will be open every day.

McCarthy and Son, and the consulting archi- 
tects were Messrs. Jones and Kelly, Dublin, 
while Messrs. Whelan and Nagle, of Rialto, 
were the contractors.

SIR—Í was reading one of your articles 
last week entitled ‘‘ The Sabbath Day,” and 
it grieved me not a little to see the deci- 
sions of the Football Association and of the 
Corporation of Londonderry. You say 
these decisions are due to the war. If that 
be so, %t is another of its ill-effects added 
to the list. I feel I must make my protest. 
Why must man change God’s laws just to 
suit himself? What authority has he to 
do so? If-we acknowledge God as God at 
all, we are bound to acknowledge His 
authority, and His Word plainly declares— 
without any ‘‘ modifications ’’—*‘ Remember 
the Sabbath day to keep it holy.” Then, 
again, if a man love God, it will be his 
delight to do what pleases Him, and Sunday 
to him will not be ‘maintained as a day 
that can be tedious and miserable.”’ 

You say also that a ‘‘certain amount of 
recreation may be essential to the securing of 
a restful mind, and public morality and good 
order depend upon restful minds rather than 
upon rested bodies. That may be so, but 
recreation alone will not produce the “ restful 
mind or public morality or good order,” 
There is a deeper foundation—‘‘O that thou 
hadst hearkened to My Commandments, then 
had thy peace been as a river.” “When 
thy judgments are in the earth, the in- 
habitants of the world will learn righteous- 


* | ness.’’ 


Are we prepared, then, to allow God to 
rule us? There can be no adjusting of God's 
laws to suit ourselves, but we must adjust 
ourselves to suit Him and His laws. The 
means whereby we can do this is contained 
in God’s written Word. I would say, then, 
to everybody—Read! Read! and keep on 
reading, and be prepared to obey, . 

We cry unto Him in these days of dire 
distress and expect, Him to deliver us, but 
He says—' Return unto Me, and I will 
return unto you.” 

Have I written too long a ‘‘sermon’’? 1 
make no apology; for these are days of 
great solemnity, and instead of “ prophesying 
smooth things,” I would ‘‘cry aloud and 
spare not.’’—Yours, etc.,

ACTS OF HEROISM 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—It may interest some of our ‘friends 
both in Ireland and America to hear of the 
following incident which occurred the other 
night during the usual bombardment of 
London. To relate the many acts of courage 
and gallantry done in this country would be 
a task beyond my ability, but one stands 
out very clearly as an example and should 
earn the greatest admiration for the American 
and the Irish people. 

On the night of Tuesday, 24th September, 
1940, I bead to be in the reception room 
of my hotel in Bloomsbury in company with 
four gentlemen and one lady when suddenly 
a very heavy bomb burst, doing extensive 
damage to a well-known building four doors 
away and demolishing several surrounding 
buildings and damaging others, including the 
hotel itself. An American, a Secretary. of 
the American Y.M.C.A.. who is staying in 
the hotel, was outside when the explosion 
took place. He immediately came in to see 
if the residents Were safe, and then, regardless 
of his own danger, and without nag for 
any assistance, dashed out amidst the jalling 
débris and the risk of further bombs and 
rendered all possible assistance to the un- 
fortunate victims. He was followed by an 
Irishman, Mr. C. William Cooney, of Dublin, 
also staying in the hotel, who also did all 
he could to help and acted with the same 
coolness and courage. 

If these are typical examples of American 
and Irish citizens, I must congratulate them 
on such specimens, and | feel that it would 
be very unjust to let such a Christian and 
unselfish example, not to talk of courage and 
gallantry, pass without comment.
